ITHIN the Circumference of this Year there will be 
W only two Eclipſes, and both of the Sun; and they hap- 
fen as followeth : : 

The firſt of theſe will fall on Thurſday the 2 5th of May, about 
alf an Hour pa“ One in the Morning: It is a great and toral 
Eclipſe in the ſouthern Parts of America; but with us at Len- 
n, it is inviſible. The ſecond will be on Saturday the 17th 
of November, at a Quarter paſt 10 o'Clock in the Forenoon 
but this will not be viſible here in England, becauſe of the 
Moon's Latitude being South, and that alſo augmented by her 
Parallax of Latitude (which is always the Cale in theſe Nor- 
thern Regions) depreſſeth her below the Sun's Limb; it is 
therefore only viſible in the remote ſouthern Parts of the Globe. 
One of theſe Eclipſes happening before the Sun's Apogeon, and 
the other after it, is the Reaſon (according to the Rules of Al- 
tronomy) there will be no Eclipſes of the Moon this Year. 

Mr. H. Andrews, of Royſion, in Herts, who favour'd me with 
the Calculations of the Eclipſes for the two laſt Years, tells me, 
that he made a Miſtake in the Computation of the viſible E- 
clipſe of the Moon that happened in December, 1769, through 
an Overſight of the Duration of it; for the Beginning thereof 
ſhould have been 5 Minutes, 36 Seconds later, and the End 5 
Minutes, 36 Seconds ſooner. And in the Account of the Tran» 
fit of Venus, for Sun's Horizontal, &c. read Sun's borizontal 
Parallax, &c. 

In the Year 1768, in this Almanack, I did ſhew the true 
Grounds of predicting aſtrologically, and from thence the Rea- 
ſon of thoſe Things in Nature ; but 1 find by my Letters from 
my Correſpondents, in different Parts of the Kingdom, that my 
Rules there delivered were too intricate and conciſe, I will now, 
for their Satisfaction, and for the Sake of other true ] overs of 
Art, give ſome choice aſtrological Aphoriſms, which have been 
huddled up in the Latin Tongue for two Centuries, but now 
communicated into our own Language by me; wherein is 
briefly compreh-nded, the whole Myſtery of annual Judgments 
of mundane Affairs, and other Things, worthy of the Reader's 
Conſideration.

g. The Ancients do enjoin us ſeriouſly to conſider of preſent 
lar and lunar Eclipſes, and there is a great deal therein to be 
conßdered; but, in Reality, I declare, that not ſo much of 
that powerful Efficacy ever appeared unto me, as they have 
delivered and given Caution of. I mean, that Eclipſes operate 
dot with that Violence, or ſo terribly, as the Ancients have re- 
corded, and left in their W to Poſterity. However, they 
are with Moderation to be handled, and the very Truth is, they 
doyrather work generally than particularly. 

10. Conſideration ought to be had (in judging of general 
Accidents of the World) what fixed Stars, of the firft or ſecond 
Magnitude, are near the Place of any greater or leſs Conjunc- 
tion, or Comet, Stella Crinita, or unuſual Apparition, and 
whether their Deſtination or Latitude be North or South. As 
alſo the Colour is to be obſerved, and what little fixed Stars are 
near them, with the Conſtellation or Conſtellations theſe Ap- 
paritions poſſeſs: In theſe Things great CircumſpeRion and 
Care ought to be taken. 

11. Nor are the ſe:ondary Intelligences, viz. what Angel 
then governs, to be omitted in Conhderation for the judgment 
of future Events; as to ſearch when he began his Dominion, 
and how many Years fince his Government, for there is a very 
great Myſtery in this. Trithemius's Menluration of Time in 
thoſe Matters doth excel all that I have ever ſcen, and it doth 
concur with the Opinion of the moſt learned Rabbins; but 
they were too much ſuperſtitious in their Application. His 
Mealure or Limitation of Time was deduced from certain or 
aared Revelations, other Men's Conceits are only conjectural, 
and bave no true Affinity with Verity or Experience. Herein 
the true underſtanding of the Aſſig ation of the Planets and 
$'pns to particu!+r Kingdoms and Countries, or Communities 
ot Mankind, w:!! much avail in giving Judgment.

Venus come up to him in about 11 Degrees of Sagitarius, and 
Mercury in the latter End of the Sign may be ſeen together in 
the Eaſt before Sun riſing, continuing fo without much Alte- 
ration during the Chriftmas. It the Air be clear, very plea- 
{ant to behold, and worthy the Obſervation of the Curious.

And laſtly, theſe Configurations rather promote Peace and 
Happineſs to Mankind in general, and Things for the better 
are moſt likely to happen, as friendly Debates ab2ut Religion, 
public Accounts and Diſburſements, and ſeveral Things of 
Conſequence, brought into Form and Order for a Cure, The 
Stateſmen of Europe will be very vigilant, and alſo diligent in 
their ſeveral Stations to promote and procure their Mafter's 
Intereſts, and to prevent Differences and further Miſchiets that 
may ariſe in Matters of Controverſy in State Affairs. The 
Diſeaſes incident to this Quarter are, Pains in the Back, Con- 
vulſions, Pleurifies, and long continued Diftempers.
